can exporters do not receive with great 
favor the news that Japan has deter- 
mined to imitate this country by building 
a tariff wall, by means of which it is 
hoped to develop the island empire into a 
manufacturing as well as a commercial 
power. While, of course, the tariff re- 
strictions against this country will be the 
Same, and only the same, as those 
against other countries, the fact that we 
now hold so large a share of Japanese 
imports will make the new tariff operate 
directly wpon American exportalions to 
that country.

MORAL PANICS. 
(From The Chicago Banker.) 
By Prof. George E. Allen. 

It is human nature to become panic- 
stricken. when confronted by phenomena 
which we do not understand, or condi- 
tions which we do not appreciate, and 
to vent our feelings upon the nearest 
imaginary cause. When we feel blessed, 
we select fhe most convenient being tor 
worship; when we feel cursed, we pick 
out “some handy victim to punish. 

™n dark ages and dark countries, mil- 
lions of people have been terrorized by 
eclipses of the sun and voodooes slaugh- 
tered to satisfy popular frenzy. Within 
a few weeks, the world has witnessed 
the spectacle of a king idolized because 
he came to Mount Vesuvius, when the 
eruption had begun to_ lessen. What 
might have happened to his maiesty, if 
be had arrived when the eruption 
started! 

We smile in self-conscious superiority 
at our brethren in darkness, but have we 
ourselves wholly emerged from the sav~- 
agery which becomes panic-stricken in 
the-presence of things new and strange? 
At present we are in hysterics over 
great corporations and great personal 
fortunes. Their size frightens us, = 

e 
demand of concentrated wealth a higher 
standarg of ethics than we demand of 
distributed wealth. It is al) right for us 
little fellows to crush our competitors, 
if we can, but our big neighbors must 
not. We may donate money for polit- 
ical purposes, but they must not. 

We are in a moral panic, but it ts all 
about our big brothers’ morals, and not 
our own. We are hunting millionaires to 
indict, as some of our ancestors hunted 
witches to burn. We have killed one in- 
surance magnate, made & nervous wreck 
of another. and banished others of less 
sensitive natures to the boulevards of 
Paris—al] because they did in a big way 
the things, which moet of us are doing. 
or trying to do, in a small way. The 
dividing line is drawn at size, and not 
at sin. 

Public morality has its floods and ebbs 
like the tides, and men are generally 
what circumstances make them. A mors! 
flood will produce a Washington or a 
Lincoln, and a moral ebb wil] produce 
their opposites. A moral flood will produce 
an Alexander Hamilton, and a mural ebb 
wijl produce an Andrew. The present 
moral ebb has demoralized to a greater 
or less extent almost everybody in the 
for little 


pots. Few of us are black at heart, al- 
though our surfaces may neeg scouring. 
We have known for years that the rail- 
roads have been supplying us with gov~ 
ernment as well as transportation, and 
that certain other institutions as strong 
as Gibraltar have been writing legislation 
as lavishly as they have been writing 
life insurance. Not until recently, how- 
ever, has this knowledge cumulated in 
phobia. We are scareg by the financial 
elephants, but we do not know how 
often, and how thoroughly the financial 
elephants get scared, too. It is fear

Danger to the public from great per- 
sonal fortunes is not apparent. Consider 
the four that are popularly supposed to 
be largest. Andrew Carnegie is devoting 
himself to education, with occasional 


1 lapses into osculation. His money is go- 


ing into libraries ang pensions for col- 
lege professors. Except for the possible 
tendency to increase the number of pro- 
fessors, there is no danger in the 
Carnegie millions. The Astor fortune is 
going into New York skyscrapers, and 
as they are exceptionally well built, and, 
therefore, not liable to fall, there is no 
danger in that direction. The Vanderbilts 
have ceased to dominate the railroads 
coupled with the family name. Their 
money is In Blue Ridge castles and con- 
|servative investments that do not inter- 
fere with automobiling. The Rockefeller 
fortune is still in evidence, but Rocke- 
‘teller himself is no Jonger autocrat of 
| oil. He, too, is turning to conservative 
‘investments. Some of his money is un- 
derstood to be paiqd as brokerage to a 
/prominent New York stock exchange 
| house, to be spent in part wy the specia) 
partner in reforming New Jersey. Who 
Says that is not a good work? Millions 
of Rockefeller money have gone to col- 
leges and churches, and other millions 
will doubtless follow, as talk about taint 
is usually for the benefit of the back 
seats and not the pillars. In view of all 
| this, and the additional fact that the 
male heir is a religiouS rather than a 
financial enthusiast, any public danger 
from that source seems to be disappear- 


! 


ing. 

It is easy to talk about conditions, but 
what ought we to do? In the first place, 
/we ought to cool off. We Ought to see 
that utilization is better than destruc- 
tion. Most persons, artificial as well as 
natural, need occasional Sulation, but 
with rare exceptions there is in them 
more good than bad. We ought to real- 
ize that the leaders of men are largely 
what their followers make them, and that 
legislators and captains of industry are 
oftener creatures than creators of their 
surroundings. We ought to show mort 
confidence in our fellows: to constantly 
question the motives of others refiects 
upOn Our own.

Several Important Matters To 
Be Acted On, 


Councilman Draper’s $1,000,000 
Bond Issue Resolution to Be Pre- 
sented—Several Ordinances to 
Be Considered—Gas Com- 
mittee Report Will 
Not Come Up. 


The general council will hold an inter- 
esting session this afternoon. 

While a number of important ordi- 
nances and reports will be acted on, it 
is probable that the report from the gas 
investigating committee and the Oldknow 
theater ordinance will be presented, 
as the committees have said they would 
ask for further time. 

The most important matter to be-con- 
sidered will be the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Draper asking for an amendment 
to the city charter to allow the city to 
issue a million dollars of 4 per cent bonds 
to build a city hall, improve the streets 
and build new school houses. Council- 
man draper, and he is not alone in the 
matter, says that he believes the time 
has come when the city must build more 
for future. He thinks the city can af- 
ford to issue the bonds vor the purposes 
named, and if this ig done it will give 
more money for the police and water 
{departments out of the treasury. He 
proposes to divide the bond issue as fol- 
lows: $400,000 for a new city hall; 
$300,000 for new schocr nouses and the 
improvement of the old ones; and $250,- 
000 for street improvements. 

Among the important ordinances to be 
acted on will be the tax ordinance for 
this year in which several] changes have 
been made ;the civil service ordiance for 
a charter amendment to give the council 
the authority to place all city officials 
under civil service whicn will be report- 
ed on adversely; the Roberts ordinance 
making hotel saloons take out a whole- 
sale license if they maintain an entrance 
to the street and sell by retail not to be 
drunk in the place; the private detective 
ordinance giving the police board the 
power to pass on.all persons employed as 
private detectives; the muromobile ordi- 
nace to grant licenses to automobile 
owners only when they waive defects in 
the streets that would not affect other 
vehicl¢s.
